Ways and Means to: diſplace, Robert from

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| He conſulted his Lawyer for the Pur: 
poſe; when finding by his Advice, that 
ſeveral Steps muſt neceſſarily. be taken, 
previous to his Diſpoſal of ſome Parts of 
his own, and the Remainder of what had 
fallen to him by the Death of his late 
Wife without Iſſue; he forthwith ordered 
ſuch Methods to be uſed, as might enable 
him to ſell, mortgage, or convey the Whole; 
and then, a Settlement to be drawn upon

Every Man in his own Humour is the 
Way of the World; the Shoemaker to 
his Laſt, the Tinker to his Kettle, and the 
Tyrant to Blood and Slaughter. Evil 
Habits are not ſo eaſily diſmiſſed again, 
as at firſt aſum'd; ſo neither could theſe 
two roving Heads ſettle to Reſt, having 
once engaged in a vagrant Vocation. 

I doubt not but Sawney. and his Man, 
notwithſtanding their humane Deportment 
to Mankind in the general, were as errant 
Tyrants in their Hearts, in the imaginary 
Search after Empire, as a Cæſar or an 
Alexander, in their Way; or would have 
more ſcrupled the Subverſion of whole 
Provinces, for the Attainment of a Mock 
Sovereignty. 

They ſer out, I ſay, upon the Deſign of

It is not to be preſumed they were long 
compoling themſelves to Sleep, which 
the Hum of ſo many People underneath 
them, contributed not a little to; but long 
had they not forgotten themſelves, before 
they were awakened by a Fiddle, and ſuch 
a Confuſion of Noiſes, both Male and 
Female, ſpeaking, romping, dancing, and 
roaring, that they no more cloſed their 
Eyes till Day-Light; before which Time, 
the Loft they lay in was ſo ſtowed with 
Occupants, drunk and ſober, Men and 
Women, that the Drones of their Noſes 
even ſtunn'd the Craſh of the Inſtrument z 
and ſo ſtifling hot was it, and abounded 
with ſuch a Complication of Smells, that 
our Monarchs were both almoſt poiſoned 
with them.

their pernicious Intentions, not one of them 
_ perſonally raiſe a Finger to annoy 

but maligning our Proſperity, as 
Woch as in them lay to diſtreſs us, they 


rouzed up even the Brute- creation, as their 


Subſtitutes, to that Purpoſe; tho? even theſe 
acted but by Permiſſion, as thou mightſt 
well obſerve ; or wagged they a Tongue, 


or Horn, beyond their ſtinted Limit: 


For though the Plant and Wool which 
covered thee, were ſubject to Laceration 
from the Efforts of the Bull, yet, thou 
ſceſt, that his Power extended not to the 
Damage of thy Body. 


Theſe 
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Theſe Caſualties may alſo be aſcribed to 
another Cauſe, and are permitted to befal 
us, even by our Guardian Angels them- 


ſelves; as a cutb to the Aſpirings of us 


Mortals, and to render us more ſenſible of 
the State of Dependance we live in; then 


they exercife our Patience, and ſummon 


up our Prudence, to extricate ourſelves 
the more commodiouſly from Dangers ; 
wherefore, it becomes not us to deſpond 
upon ſuch Attacks, but more vigorouſly 
to ſtruggle through our Difhculties, till 


| we arrive at our Wiſhes Completion : For 


theſe are but temporary Aſſaults, which, 
like the blackeſt Summer Clouds, diſſolving 
into ſudden Showers, are ſoon diſſipated. 
In theſe, and the like edifying Diſ- 
courſes, paſſed our two Monarchs Time;

| hugged himſelf prodigiouſly in their Con-

Sawney preſſed the Manifeſto ſo ear-

ever have Reaſon to expect, under the

moſt beneficial Alteration. of their Cireum- 
ſtances, would never be induced, by the 
moſt florid Eloquence, to run the Riſque 
of a Subjection to the ſevereſt Dangers, 
in Search of a Change of Government. 
Nay, not improbably, in order ſtill to 
eſtabliſn themſelves more firmly in favour 
of their preſent Maſter, they might make 
a Merit, not only of rejecting their Offer 
of a new Sovereign, but of delivering up 
the Projectors of ſuch a Scheme to con- 
dign Puniſhment, as Traitors, and Dif- 
turbers of the publick Tranquility; in 
which Caſe, he ſhould have no Occaſion 
to explain to them the Horror of that 
Fate, which muſt neceſſarily prove the 
Concomitant of ſuch a Procedure. 

In the general Run of Things, Sawney 
admitted the Parſon to have delivered his 
Sentiments as a reaſonable and unaffected 
By-ſtander z and with thoſe prudent Cau- 
tions, that might deter a Man ſtudious only 
of his own indolent Eaſe, from the Pur- 
ſuit of true Glory; but his Highneſs's

mony, with the leaſt Effuſion of his Sub- 
jets Blood that might be : For ſhould 
he invade them in an hoſtile . Manner, 
before he had ſatisfied them of the Juſtice 
of his Claim, they might then find Cauſe 
to eſteem him for an Enemy, who would 
upon all Accounts reckon it his chiefeſt 
Glory, to be ſtiled their Friend and Be- 
nefactor; or could any Method that he 
could proceed by, in his Opinion, more 


effectually anſwer the Purpoſe, than the 


Manifeſto he had before recommended to 
his Care; as it might ſhew e the entire 


Confidence his Highneſs repoſed in the 


Affections of his Subjects, by placing him- 
ſelf unconditionally in their Hands, in ſole 


Reliance upon their good Wills; from 


the cheriſhing of which, in themſelves, 
what leſs might they expect from him,

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dubious, under the Dictature of ſo able 
an Head as the Parſon's. 

This latter Part of his Speech, Sawyy 
delivering with ſomewhat more important 
an Air than the preceding, our Divine 
was in no light Suſpence, how to behave 
in the Affair; concluding, that his abſo- 
tute Refuſal would undoubredly dray 
down the Vengeance of both thoſe hot 
brained Fellows upon him; when it might 
be difficult to ſay where it might end:

The whole Court then about him, moſt 
ſtrenuouſly oppoſed his Inclination : For 
that ſuch a Procedure, they alledged, 
though it might give Evidence of the Im-

His Majeſty, fully apprized of the 
Danger of Delay, comforted up the droop- 
ing Spirits of the dejected Knight with 
the moſt cordial Arguments he could de- 
viſe, perſuading him, that his modeſt Dif- 
fidence recommended him but the more 
to his Affection, and that he doubted not 
in the leaſt of his Behaviour before the 
Princeſs, in diſcharging the Part of his 
Orator with Applauſe, when once he 
thould ſet about it.

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About what? cried the Knight, ſome- 
what ſnappiſhly.

what the King and his great Officer were 
at ; for though they could not hear what 
Words had paſſed between them, yet, by 
the many ſignificant Motions of their Bo- 
dies and Heads, they could conceive no

They had now rejoined the Company, 
and the Proceſſion moved forwards, Sir 
Edgar conning over his Leſſon as he went, 
till he thought himſelf fo perfect in it, 
that he could noways fail in the Perform-

Audience, had brightened up exceeding- 


ly; nay, was become not a little proud of 
his approaching Duty, in that he ſhould

Nay, when. even, lyr rep- 
titious Titles: come to be eſtapliſhed, either 
by Compact, or the ſubſequent, unani- 
mous Voice, of the People, what Room 
is there leſt to diſpute. them?

Sometimes, Conqueſt. gaining a Title, 
maintains, itfelf againſt, af Oppoſition by 
Violence 3 ſometimes, from the Miſcon- 
duct of. one Ruler, the People's Suffer- 
ings inſpire them to the Election of an- 
other, more agreeable 3 ſometimes Inca- 
capacity for Government ſhall cauſe the 
Heir to, give Place to one better dif- 
poſed, ang capacitated, for maintaining 
bath the Dignity of the State, and the 
Liberty of he People; and laſtly, the 
Principles of the Prince, claſhing with 
the Conſtitution in Church and, State, are 
n a Cauſe 
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a Cauſe of Eviction. All theſe ſeem to 
be, and are uſed, and held as fufficient 
Cauſes for diverting the hereditary Iſſues 
of the Crown into a new Channel: So 
that to me, it matters little by what Means 
the Prince aſcends the Throne; his Fix- 
ture there is ſure, lawful, and laudable, 
whilſt the People, duly ſenſible of the 
Juſtice of his Adminiſtration, not only 
adore him for his Virtue, but defend him 
for their own Security. Now whether 
you would purpoſe to obtain your Ends by 
Conqueſt, Succeſſion to a Vacancy, or by 
the Call of the People, in Prejudice to the 
preſent Poſſeſſor, I would: gladly be infor- 
med ? as from thence alone it is, that I can 
form ſome Judgment of a felicitous Event. 

Sawney having conſidered little more in

All this may be very true, ſaid Mr, 
Goodwill, ( interrupting him) tho' I don't 
ſee how you ſhould come to the punctual 
Knowledge of Facts, ſo long balls e your 
Time, unleſs your Deſcent hath been re- 
corded by ſome authentick Act, which 
may ſtill ſupport the Credit of it. — Act, 
replied Sawney, why, I have an old F amily 
Bible, that has recorded as high as Hugoſon 
Bruce, and what is more eafy in all Na- 
ture, than for a Child to trace it from him 
to Robert Bruce, the Founder of my Houſe; 
bur however, when once I am fixed upon 
the Throne, I ſhall have the Examination 
of all publick Records in my own Power, 
and ſhall then be able ro make it out, as 
clear as a Whiſtle. 

My dear Friend! ſaid the Parſon, you 
gallop where you ſhould but amble, and 
trot where you ought to creep only. You 
fly away to the Concluſion, without well 
examining the Premiſes.

neration, for aſſembling themſelves under 
any Head, that might but! incorporate them 
again: But for a People at Eaſe, under a 
gracious and generous Prince, by whom 
they have been long ruled with Lenity, in 
the. ſtricteſt Secu:ity of their. Property, 
Laws, and Liberty; for ſuch a People I ſay, 
to run a madding after Innovation and 
Change, for the Sake of they knoy. nei- 
ther whom, or what; and that, to the Loſs 
* FVEry the raluable Bleſſings. they now 
; enjoy, 
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enjoy, without other Hope or Proſpect 
before them than of becoming wretched, 
deſpiſed, miſerable, and abandoned to the 
Severity of the Puniſhments which would 
be juſtly due to ſuch· Delinquency, would 
be ſuch a Piece of Extravaganee, as could 
no where meet with a Countenance from 
the Annals of paſt Ages, and muſt abſo- 
lutely tend to their own Overthrow.
